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Over the last few years Bum It Down has become one of my 
favorite bands ever. Since we all live in Indianapolis I have had 
the chance to see them many times live and they just get better 
and better. Here is my interview with vocalist and all around 
nice guy Ryan Downey.

r First of all, tell me a little about the history of the band-how you 

guvs got together, etc. 

Sure. The band formed in January of 1997, We played two 
shows, one before we even had a name, wrote four songs and 
recorded them. Then our bass player moved to California, where 
he eventually joined Time In Malta. Our drummer went 
travelling through Europe, so Bob came in on drums and we 
went through a couple of bassists before Jason joined. We 
started playing locally that summer, and released the four songs 
as a CDEP and 7 M on Uprising Records, a label run by and old 
friend of mine in Southern California. In the spring of 1998, wej 
recorded the Eat Sleep Mate Defend EP for Escape Artist, 
which was released that fall. We toured during the summer with 
Zao and Stretch Armstrong and played some shows locally. We 
ended '98 with a big hometown show supporting Sloppy Seconds 
on New Year’s Eve. In the spring of 1999 we recorded our half 
of the Make Them Talk split EP with Racetraitor. The CD was 
released that summer by Trustkill, with vinyl following on 
Europe's Good Life Recordings. We toured that summer with 
Cave In and Isis for two weeks. In the fall we began writing our 
first full length album. We also remixed and remastered the 
Escape Artist EP. It was re-released on CD and also on 10" with 
a bonust track, 500 of which were limited to silver vinyl, which 
are gone now. The EP generated nice press for us in Metal 
Maniacs, Terrorizer and Hit Parader which was very flattering 
and cool since we all read those magazines anyway. In early 

2000 we demo'd most of our album at a local studio, then_ 

entered Red HOuse Studios (Ministry, Paw) in Eudora, Kansas 
that spring with producer Ed Rose (Coalesce, Get Up KidsJ. 
Ultimate Fakebook). Ed got the best performances from all of]_ 
us. We laid down 12 tracks, 11 of which ended up on the album, 
We spent a large portion of the summer touring with Diliinger^ 
Escape Plan and CAndiria (and Isis on select dates), including 
stops at Krazy Fest (our second) and Hellfest 2K.. In August, we 
did a week supporting Earth Crisis, In Flames and Skinlab. In*** 
September, Let The Dead Bury The Dead was released on 
Escape Artist We'll be touring through the end of the year and a 
large portion of next year in support of it

Oh, absolutely! I grew up personally listening to bands like The 
Cure, Adam & The Ants, The Smiths and The Sex Pistols, all fo 
whom I still adore. But in 1987, when I was like 14,1 discovered 
rnreash metal and completely fell in love with it Bands like 
Sacred Reich, Death Angel, Dark Angel, Slayer, you name it I 
was a total metalhead for years. Eventually as a teenager I also 
discovered hardcore through Revelation Records early releases 
and ideas like straight edge and DIY ethics became a part of Zg* 
what I was involved with. I always stayed metal though. The rest 
of the band has a similar background, with Bob having been into 
Dio and Maiden long before thrash. Some of our collective 
favorite all time bands are Voivod, Maiden and Metallica. One 




of my personal favorite bands ever was Into Another, who 
transcended many genres without forsaking any of them or 
"distancing” themselves. I'd like for Burn It Down to be seen that 
way, I suppose. They were just jaw-droppingly amazing. I am 
also really into die moving spiritual power of bands like Bad 
Brains, (early) Cro-Mags and 108. We all have come full circle 
with metal, while expanding our tastes in varying directions. Bob 
is really into "stoner" bands like Kyuss, Fu Manchu and 
Goatsnake. McCash is into death metal. I listen to a lot of Brit 
pop- Robbie Williams, Oasis, Blur, Travis and the like. But we're 
all still very into metal.
